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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

■ The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-5 and 7-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. Id2(b) as being anticipated by 
Lewandowski. 

The Lewandowski reference discloses a container comprising a 
compartment/upper portion 21 containing a personal care product (soap), and a 
rotatable activator switch/lower portion 24 capacitively (38, 38', 38") connected to a 
sound output device/electronic component 34, the switch dispensing the soap and 
simultaneously activating the output device for a fixed, predetermined time (see col. 1 , 
lines 49-62). Regarding claim 5, note that the axis which switch 24 pivots about can be 
considered a "central longitudinal axis" of both the switch and container. Regarding 
claim 9, note battery 35. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
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the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Chiu 
in view of Lewandowski. 

The Chiu reference discloses container comprising a compartment/upper portion 
1 1 containing a personal care product (lipstick), a rotatable activator switch/lower 
portion 20' connected to a sound output device/electronic component 53, and a battery 
(see Fig. 3), the switch dispensing the soap and simultaneously activating the output 
device (see col. 2, line 61- col. 3, line 8). Regarding claims 6 and 7, note that the lower 
portion can be rotated a single revolution or less to activate the sound output device. 
The Chiu reference does not disclose a capacitor in the circuit which stops the sound 
after a fixed, predetermined time. However, the Lewandowksi reference discloses a 
similar container as discussed supra including a capacitor in the circuit which causes 
the sound to stop after a fixed, predetermined time, in part so that the battery does not 
prematurely drain upon continued actuation of the switch. It would have been obvious 
to employ a capacitor in the circuit of the Chiu device which stops the sound after a 
fixed predetermined time in view of Lewandowski so that the battery does not 
prematurely drain upon continued actuation of the switch. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-9 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
